for a 
kill on French Creek in Venango 
County 
Bethlehem also paid $6,521.50 
last Feb. 8 to settle three cases 
involving pollution of the Lehigh 
River in Northampton County. 
Still to be settled is the disas­ 
trous fish kill on the north branch 
of the Susquehanna last October. 
The state has blamed the Glen 
Alden Coal Corp fo r polluting the 
stream with mine acid drainage 
which killed thousands of fish in 
the river.

Says Army Should

Salan, captured chief of the Euro­ 
pean Secret Army Organization, 
today faced a military trial and 
probable death sentence. Hts sup­ 
porters in the Algerian terrorist 
campaign reeled under the Impact 
of his anes!. 
The secret army vowed to con­ 
tinue its desperate battle against 
Algerian independence, but many 
observers felt Salan's capture rep- 
rented a crippling and possible 
death blow to the underground or­ 
ganization. 
Salan. one of France's most 
decorated soldiers, was the great 
rallying symbol to several thou­ 
sand European right-wingers and 
French army deserters. The ex­ 
tremists have been terrorizing Al­ 
gerian Moslems in hopes of forc­ 
ing Moslem retaliation that would 
prompt the government to call off 
plans for self-determination in Al­ 
geria 
PRISONERS RIOT 
Word of .Salan’s capture in the 
heart of Algiers Friday plunged 
Algeria’s European population into 
gloom, "We are lost," said a Eu­ 
ropean resident of Algiers. 
Salan was flown to Paris hand­ 
cuffed and rushed to Sante Prison. 
Some 300 of his followers demoti­ 
st ra’ed outside the prison, and 
imprisoned 
sympathizers 
rioted 
and set fire to a wooden partition 
inside. 
Salan, 63. a former fix e-star 
general, had been on the fugitive 
list for a year. His arrest re­ 
moved from circulation the last of 
four major figures in the abortive 
general's revolt against De Gaulle 
in April 1961. 
Salan already had been sen­ 
tenced to death in absentia. But 
under French law, the sentence 
will be set aside and he will be 
tried in person, probably within* 
few weeks The charges will stem 
from the revolt ami his secret 
army leadership.

RUSSIAN WILL 
eOLT GENEVA 
IF U.S. TESTS

GENEVA < AP)—Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister V’alerian A. Zorin 
threatened Friday to walk out of 
the 
17-nation 
general 
disarma­ 
ment conference if the United 
States conducts atmospheric nu­ 
clear weapons tests in the Pacific 
in the next week or so, 
He made the comment to news­ 
men after a Good Friday session 
of the disarmament conference. 
In the conference room itself 
Zorin said the American testa 
would bring about an extremely 
tense international atmosphere. 
U S 
Ambassador 
Arthur 
H 
Dean made it clear the United 
States tests undoubtedly will he 
held because of what he called the 
unyielding Soviet attitude. Dean 
said the Soviet Union appears to 
have killed any chance for a quick 
agreement on an internationally 
enforced 
nuclear 
weapons test 
ban. 
Both Dean and British Minister 
of State Joseph B. Godher re­ 
fused a Russian rail for an unpo­ 
liced moratorium on tests. The 
R u s s i a n s remained adamant 
against 
international 
inspection 
Inland control. 
The United States. Dean said, 
“has learned its lesson with re­ 
gard to a voluntary, unpoliced 
moratorium which can he broken 
at will by the Soviet Union on any 
pretext it wishes to dream up.” 
The Big Three haggled again 
about the testing question. 
Then, though Zorin had indicat­ 
ed Thursday he might try to force 
continued sessions over the week­ 
end, the conference recessed for 
the Eastex holidays. It will recon­ 
vene Tuesday. 
Zorin told the session the pro­ 
jected American tests would col­ 
lapse the conference and nobody 
would forgive the United States 
and Britain if this happened. 
Later, speaking to newsmen, 
Zorin said the tests “would inflict 
an irreparable blow to the nego­ 
tiations.” Asked to explain what 
he meant by irreparable, Zorin 
said: 
“There will be no negotiations, 
that is all.” 
Reporters reminded Zorin that 
he had said the American test* 
would make the five-week Geneva 
negotiations 
unfruitful 
They 
asked the Soviet delegate if he 
would still participate. Zorin re­ 
plied: 
“The Soviet Union will not take 
part in unfruitful negotiations.” 
Only one tentative step forward 
was taken by the conference be­ 
fore it recessed. Even the mean­ 
ing of that action was subject to 
doubt. 
The three nuclear p o w e r s 
agreed to accept a vaguely word­ 
ed neutralist compromise propos­ 
al for a test ban treaty as a 
basis of negotiations.
